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During the year 1947, 243,808 babies were born 
California. this number, percent were delivered 
hospitals, surpassing all previous records. This 
clearly indicates the tremendous importance hospital 
facilities and practices our efforts eliminate the 
wastage avoidable neonatal deaths. The fact that the 
number hospital births rose from approximately 
fold increase—indicates the strain which hospital 
facilities have been subjected. 

Despite the difficulties finding space for three 
infants where one grew years ago, our hos- 
pitals and their medical staffs have played praise- 
worthy role continually improving the quality and 
effectiveness their services. The maternal mortality 
rate has dropped from 4.1 deaths per 10,000 live births 
1937 1.0 1947 the neonatal mortality rate, from 
28.7 deaths per 1,000 live births 21.2. Nevertheless, 
there still room for improvement. During 1947, over 
5,000 infants died before reaching the age one month 
than one and half times the number people 
killed motor vehicle accidents California during 
that year. About half these died prematurity— 
almost thousand more died birth injury. can 
sure that our physicians and our hospitals will increase 
their efforts Save more and more these infants, and 
the desire the State Department Health 
assist these efforts every possible way. 

High the list problems which still face 
the prevention and control epidemic diarrhea the 
newborn. the six-year period from 1941 1946 there 
were 625 reported cases with 220 deaths, the largest 
number coming from the large population 
what one might expect, not 
the small hospitals which suffer the most. the 387 
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Prevention Epidemic Diarrhea the Newborn

Members the State Department Public Health 
have investigated many these outbreaks. result 
the accumulated experience, has been shown that 
number things can done reduce materially the 
likelihood outbreaks. These are: 


Avoid crowding. 
The fact that epidemics are more common the 
larger institutions evidence the dangers 
for number infants common nursery. 
Smaller nurseries reduce the hazards cross 
tion from infant infant, and reduce the number 
staff members who enter any particular nursery. 


Individualized care infants. 

Nursing for each infant should given its 
own bassinet, eliminating such procedures bathing 
babies common tables, ete. effective, this 
means that each infant has his own individual equip- 
ment and supplies, and that bassinets are widely 
enough spaced that care may given without con- 
taminating other babies. also means that careful 
hand-washing techniques must used between in- 
fants. 


Simplification nursing procedures. 
often possible simplify certain nursery pro- 
cedures which are not only over-complicated but 
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which have over the years assumed sort ritual- 
istic significance. Skin care example. compli- 
cated procedure hurriedly and skimpily carried out 
worse than procedure all, because the 
false sense security which provides. careful 
evaluation procedures often results increase 
efficiency with saving time.

This attitude particularly danger- 
ous because perfectly honest many, not 
most, cases; not matter dishonesty con- 
cealment much attitude disbelief, fail- 
ure face the unpleasant possibilities. Here where 
clear definition suspect case and specifically 
stated procedure because control meas- 
ures must instituted suspicion, even before 
definite diagnosis can made. 

Through the provisions the Hospital Licensing 
Act, the State Department Public Health has the 
responsibility formulating and securing compliance 
with certain minimum standards hospital facilities 
and hospital procedures. these standards are 
effective providing safeguards for the public, 
they must enforced but the enforcement must come 
from the heart-felt desire hospital staffs render 
constantly improving service, rather than from any 
pressure the part the State Department.

DDT Resistance Mosquito Larvae 
Supported Survey 

The possibility increased larval resistance 
DDT has been suggested for some time casual field 
observations and apparent need for use greater 
amounts insecticide per acre. 

Suspicions have now received firmer support from 
lege Agriculture, and Don Murray, Manager the 
Delta Mosquito Abatement District. The survey was 
conducted comparing the effectiveness DDT 
mosquito larvae Tulare County and Kings County. 

Aedes ,nigromaculis larvae were taken from fields 
within the Delta district which had been treated for 
several years with DDT, and the same species were col- 
lected from fields neighboring Kings County which 
had never been treated with DDT. was found that 
the Kings County larvae were readily killed dilu- 
tions part DDT 100 million parts water. 
the contrary, Delta strain larvae were barely killed 
dilutions part DDT million parts water. 

This ten-to-one increase resistance, moreover, 
may even exceeded another type mosquito. The 
Kern Mosquito Abatement District cites instances 
which Culex larvae have appeared equally, and 
perhaps more capable resistance than Aedes.
